most treacherous of diseases. 
For some years, all over the 
country, the epidemics have been 
mild in character and severity, 
yet every little while, one child 
with the same surroundings and 
general conditions will develop a 
case of the toxic type; be over- 
come by the infection and die 
within twenty-four or forty-eight 
hours before the usual symtoms 
have hnd time to develop. 

In ancther or septic type. we 
see high fever, great restlessness, 
headache, delirium, an intense 
seariep rash, sometimes with 
blecdine under the skin. There is 
an acutely sore throat and the 
tonsils ave covered with a whitish 
muddy membrane. The fever may 
reach a height of 108 to 110 de- 
grees FE. and death occurs ina 
yery few hours. 

These caces appear in the midst 
of the mildest epidemics without

C In any case, no matter how

' and varied. Acute inflammation 
; of the kidneys is one of the most 
Bias common results.

kidney itself. 


Many ceses develep a sinusitis, 
inflammation of the middle ear 
with rupture of the ear drum or 
extension into the mastoid.

Ov of the very serious after 

effects of scarlet fever is 
arthritis, attacking the mem- 
branes of the joints and causing 
severe pain, swelling, and stiff- 
ness of the joints, which somce- 
times becomes permanent. 

Acute articular rheumatism 
and severe inflammation of the 
inner lining of the heart some- 
times occur, with much damage 
to the heart and possible heart 
failure. + 

Almost any thing can oecur 
following even the mildest case 
of scarlet fever, hence are very 
often hard to distinguish from 
diphtheria, and the two diseases 
do occur in the same patient at 
the same time. When diphtheria 
coexis’s with scarlet fever. it usu- 
ely occurs late in the attack and 
can only be distinguished by a 
laboratory examination of cul- 
tures of swabs from the throat. 

Considering the severity of the 
throat symptoms of scarlet fever, 
broncho-pneumonia would be ex- 
pected to’be of frequent occur- 
rence, but it is a rare complica- 
tion. A severe tonsilitis is difficult 
to distingutsh from scarlet fever. 

A severe attack of German 
measles may resemble the fever 
greatly and various drug rashes 
are ‘similar, such as that caused 
by quinine, atropin, aspirin, and 
iodides. The eruption in the soft 
palate helps to distinguish the 
digease. The death rate in vari- 
ous epidemics range from three 

to ninety per cent, but of late 

years the disease has been mild 

and the ccctl rate low.
